The p rod u ction of coal and electric energy 
continu es to hold u p . Car load ings are being 
m aintained in som ew hat better than norm al 
cond itions for the d ep ressed p eriod . 
Stock m ark et p rices are relativ ely stead y and 
show an u nd ertone of stability with a tend ency 
for rising p rices a t the least encou ragement. 
This is a highly imp rov ed cond ition ov er the 
situ ation six m onths ago. 
Confid ence and hard work are need ed to k eep 
the ball rolling. Those who sp end ju st as mu ch 
as they p ossibly can u nd er the cond itions are 
rend ering a real serv ice not only to their com­ 
m u nity bu t to the cou ntry as a whole.

This lost bu siness rep resents the cost of the 
ad v ertising tha t has been d one. This fact is tru e 
from the sm allest comp arison on to the largest 
tha t y ou may w ant to tak e into consid eration. 
In other word s, it is tru e of the small town m er­ 
chants as well as the largest national m anu fac­ 
tu rers. 
Bu y well k nown, wid ely ad v ertised p rod u cts or 
bu y of the m erchants who ad v ertise consistent­ 
ly (he sells these p rod u cts) and y ou will get the 
most and best for y ou r money ev ery time.

but pressing gifts of money into 
the thin hands of Silvio Giacen- 
to and Vincenza, his wife.

For the 
funeral? Where will 
gruff Adam Macagna, the un­ 
dertaker, get his money? 
“The money, it comes from no­ 
where,” said 
Adam 
Macagna. 
“There is nothing to be paid— 
the babe was very sweet. Her fa­ 
ther is honest. They are all hon­ 
est people, the Giacintos.”

C hairm an Collier of the house 
ways and m eans committee and 
Rainey both said they were op­ 
posed to the sales tax as a m at­ 
ter of principle, but th a t it may 
have to be resorted to for em ­ 
ergency purposes. 
Im m ediate passage of a uni­ 
form and m oderate m anufac­ 
tures sales tax to be supplem ent­ 
ed by legalizing beer was pro­
